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Panel  L 

(Left  of  Entrance). 

Sir  Walter  Raleigh.  Oval,  310.  x 2jin.,  in  armour  inlaid  with  gold, 
and  sash,  his  hair  grey  and  curly  ; inscribed  JEt.  68,  Anno.  1618.  This 
would  be  the  year  of  his  execution.  On  the  left  side  of  the  vignette, 
below  the  portrait,  is  the  word  “ Calis  ” and  opposite  to  it  “Fial.” 
The  probability  is  that  Calis  stands  for  Cadiz  and  Fial  for  Fayal, 
where  naval  fights  took  place  in  which  Raleigh  much  distinguished 
himself.  The  vignette  represents  the  attack  upon  Fayal  (see 
“Sir  Walter  Raleigh,”  by  Stebbing,  page  137).  The  following 
description  of  the  miniature  case  (which  is  also  intended  to  contain 
the  portrait  of  the  son),  is  taken  from  the  Catalogue  of  the  Exhibi- 
tion of  European  Enamels  held  by  the  Burlington  Fine  Arts  Club  in 
1897: — “Oval  miniature  case  of  gold,  about  2 Jin.  X nearly  4m. 
English  Cloisonnd.  End  of  16th  Century.  The  pattern  is  a floral 
arabesque,  worked  in  gold  cloisons,  on  a black  background,  with 
flowers  in  translucent  green.  In  the  centre  is  a heart-shaped  lozenge, 
under  a W.,  while  beneath  is  the  monogram  E.  R.,  all  in  green 
translucent  enamel.  The  shapes  and  the  front  of  the  ornaments 
over  the  portrait  are  picked  out  in  black.”  This  case,  bearing  the 
entwined  initials  W.  E.  R.  (Walter  and  Elizabeth  Raleigh),  and 
heart,  was  no  doubt  preserved  by  Lady  Raleigh  as  a souvenir  of 
her  husband  and  son.  The  portrait  of  the  son  (mentioned  below) 
originally  fitted  into  the  back  of  this  case,  its  present  frame  being 
a more  modern  one.

Henry,  Prince  of  Wales,  eldest  Son  of  James  I.  Born,  1594;  died, 
1612.  In  Heylin’s  “ Aulicus  Coquinarias  ” (a  curious  pamphlet 
published  in  1650),  in  the  account  of  the  Prince’s  last  illness,  men- 
tion is  made  of  his  visit  to  Belvoir  to  meet  his  father  James  I.  : — 
“ His  active  body  used  violent  exercises  ; for  at  that  time,  being  to 
meet  the  king  at  Bever,  in  Nottinghamshire,  he  rode  it  in  two  days, 
neer  a hundred  miles,  in  the  extremity  of  heat  in  summer.  For  he 
set  out  early,  and  came  to  Sir  Oliver  Cromwell’s,  neer  Huntingdon, 
by  ten  a clock  before  noon,  neer  sixty  miles,  and  the  next  day 
betimes  to  Bever,  forty  miles.  He  was  comely  tall,  five  foot  eight 
inches  high  ; strong  and  well  made  ; somewhat  broad  shoulders  ; a 
small  waste,  amiable  with  Majesty.  His  haire,  Aborn  (auburn) 
colour  ; long  faced,  and  broad  forehead  ; a piercing  grave  eye  ; a 
gracious  smile,  but  with  a frowne,  danting.”  In  gilded  armour, 
wearing  the  blue  ribbon  of  the  Garter,  and  a fine  lace  ruff.  Signed 
in  monogram  j^)- 


Peter  Oliver — 

Born,  1601.  He  was  the  eldest  son 
of  Isaac  Oliver,  and  equalled  him  in 
the  excellence  of  his  work.  He  was 
also  employed  by  Charles  I.  for 
painting  miniature  copies  of  the 
pictures  in  the  Royal  Collection.  He 
died  in  1647.  His  miniatures  are 
usually  signed  with  the  monogram

Lady  Frances  Cecil,  Countess  of  Cumberland,  wife  of  the  9th

Charles,  Prince  of  Wales.  Round  the  miniature  is  a Latin  inscrip- 
tion to  this  effect  : “ The  most  illustrious  and  most  serene  Charles, 
Prince  of  Wales,  the  greatest  hope  of  Great  Britain,  in  the  fourteenth 
year  of  his  age.”  On  the  curtain  are  the  George,  the  plume,  crown, 
crescent,  and  stars. 


. William  Herbert,  Earl  of  Pembroke.  Born,  April,  1580;  died, 
April,  1630.  He  succeeded  his  father  in  the  year  1601,  in  1603 
made  K.G.  by  James  I.,  and  in  1609  Governor  of  Portsmouth.  In 
the  15th  year  of  King  James  he  was  made  Lord  Chamberlain;  in 
1626,  Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Oxford.  Charles  the  First, 
on  his  accession,  made  him  Lord  Steward  of  the  Household,  and 
in  the  fifth  year  of  his  reign,  Warden  of  the  Stannaries.  His 
character  has  been  sketched  by  Lord  Clarendon  : “ He  was  a 
man  very  well  bred,  and  of  excellent  parts,  and  a graceful  speaker 
upon  any  subject,  having  a good  proportion  of  learning,  and  a 
ready  wit  to  apply  it,  and  enlarge  upon  it ; of  a pleasant  and  face- 
tious humour,  and  a disposition  affable,  generous,  and  magnificent. 

He  was  exceedingly  beloved  in  the  court,  because  he  never 

desired  to  get  that  for  himself  which  others  laboured  for,  but  was 
still  ready  to  promote  the  pretences  of  worthy  men.  He  was  a 
great  lover  of  his  country,  and  of  religion  and  justice,  which  he 
believed  could  only  support  it ; and  his  friendships  were  only  with 
men  of  those  principles.” — “Clarendon’s  History  of  the  Rebellion,” 
vol.  i.  He,  and  his  brother  and  successor,  Philip,  are  the  incom- 
parable pair  of  brethren  to  whom  the  first  folio  of  Shakespeare’s 
works  is  dedicated  (1623),  and  Lord  Pembroke  is  possibly  the  Mr. 
W.  H.  (Mr.  William  Herbert)  alluded  to  as  “ the  onlie  begetter"  of 
Shakespeare’s  sonnets.  Signed  •'j'-,  and  dated  1616 


Isaac  Oliver — 

A pupil  of  Hilliard.  Born  in  1556, 
at  Ashby-de  la-Zouche,  in  Leicester- 
shire. Died  in  1619.

“Ano.  Dm.,  1585.  ./Etatis  Suse  54.”  He  was  suspected  of  plotting 
in  favour  of  Mary,  Queen  of  Scots,  and  was  imprisoned  in  the 
Tower  of  London,  and  found  dead  in  his  bed,  from  a pistol  shot, 
supposed  to  have  been  self  inflicted 


Nicholas  Hilliard — 

Born,  about  1547.  The  first  English 
miniaturist.

Attracted  the  notice  of  Queen 
Elizabeth  by  his  graceful  dancing  at  a court  masque  ; he  rose 
rapidly  in  favour,  and  in  1589  was  appointed  Lord  Chancellor,  the 
following  year  a K. G.  He  was  accounted  the  handsomest  man  of 
his  time,  and  was  the  patron  and  friend  of  men  of  learning.  Spencer 
dedicated  a sonnet  to  him.  Died  in  1591,  in  the  fifty-first  year  of 
his  age.  Full  length  figure,  the  great  seal  on  the  table  near, 
and  a small  dog  by  his  side  ... 

Robert  Dudley,  Earl  of  Leicester.  Born,  1532;  died,  1588.  The 
favourite  of  Queen  Elizabeth.  He  married  Amy  Robsart,  whom  he 
is  supposed  to  have  murdered.  For  a short  time  he  was  Governor 
of  the  Protestant  Low  Countries  ; returning  to  England,  he  was 
made  Lieutenant  General  of  the  Army  at  Tilbury,  and  died  during 
the  same  year. 

Portrait  of  a Gentleman  unknown.  In  a black  dress  and  white 
lace  collar. 

Another  Countess  of  Rutland.  In  a red  dress  with  black  mantle. 

Panel  III. 

Grace,  Lady  Manners.  She  was  the  wife  of  Sir  George  Manners 
(married,  1594),  and  second  daughter  of  Sir  Henry  Pierpont,  K.G., 
and  sister  to  Robert,  Earl  of  Kingston.  (She  was  the  foundress  of 
“the  Grace,  Lady  Manners’  School,”  at  Bakewell,  Derbyshire). 
In  a black  cap,  tied  under  the  chin.  Dated  1650,  and  signed  in 
monogram  S.  C.  Oval.  2in.  X ifin. 


Richard  Wiseman.  Became  first  known  as  a surgeon  during  the 
Civil  Wars.  He  was  the  companion  of  the  young  Prince  Charles 
in  his  wanderings  in  France,  Holland,  and  Belgium.  He  became  a 
surgeon  in  the  Spanish  fleet  for  three  years  ; returning  to  England, 
he  was  made  prisoner  at  the  battle  of  Worcester;  liberated  in  1652. 
At  the  Restoration,  Charles  II.  appointed  him  his  Sergeant  Surgeon. 
He  published  various  surgical  works  and  rose  to  great  fame  in  his 
profession.  Engraved  on  the  back  “ Richardus  Wiseman,”  Carolo 
II.,  Mag.  Brit.  Regi.,  Archichirgus.  Signed  and  dated  1660.  Oval. 
3in.  X 2fin. 

John,  8th  Earl  of  Rutland.  Born,  1604;  died,  1671.  This  Earl 
was  one  of  the  twenty-two  peers  who,  in  1642-3,  declined  to  attend 
the  king  (Charles  I.),  and  Belvoir  Castle  was  then  taken  by  the 
Royalists.  It  was  afterwards  taken  and  destroyed  by  the  Parlia- 
mentarian army,  by  order  of  the  Council  of  State,  and  rebuilt  by 
the  Earl  in  1668 

Frances,  Wife  of  the  8th  Earl,  and  daughter  of  Edward,  Lord 
Montagu,  of  Boughton.  Died,  May  19th,  1691.  In  the  back- 
ground of  the  miniature  is  a view  of  the  old  Castle.

In  1825 
he  undertook  to  make  the  drawings 
for  “ Lodge’s  Illustrious  Persons,” 
and  he  also  copied  for  Lord  Derby,  in 
water-colours,  all  the  known  portraits 
of  his  family  from  the  time  of  Henry 
VII.  “ His  copies  were  executed 
with  extreme  minuteness : careful 
imitations  of  the  original,  both  in 
manner  and  spirit.”
